merous strangers from different coun- 
tries assembled at the feast of Pentecost, 
heard them speak in there own Jan- 
guage the wonderful works of God. I 
have always believed, and now strenu- 
ously maintain, that these spiritual gifis 
and powers were a constituent element 
in the Christian religiou, that they were 
lost through the gross anti-christian 
materialism of the church when in the 
durk ages she laid Spiritualism aside 
in her thirst for wealth and political 
powers, and became Anti-christ, and 
that modern Spiritualism is a revival of 
the last and m: st vital part of Christi- 
unity as it existed in the first centuries 
of the Christian era, and that if the 
church had remained loyal to the 
paapa of him who said: “My
